Washington, Dec. 29.— A policy 
absolute silence regarding the 
peace negotiations has been adopted 
by President Wilson and Secretary 
^ansing. It was stated officially to- 
day that all steps henceforth will be 
regarded as confidential, that no com- 
ment will be made on any develop- 
ment and that rumors will not be dis- 
cussed in any way. 

The decision to pursue this course 
was made known after the state de 
partment had received the official 
texts of the German and Austrian 
plies to President Wilson's notes to 
the belligerents and after it was 
learned that the Teutonic powers 
would be willing to permit a confi- 
dential exchange of tentative terms if 
it became necessary to do so to bridge 
the gap threatening to prevent a gath- 
ering of peace delegates. 

So far as the entente governments 
are concerned, it is understood that 
little if any confidential information 
has reached here to shed more light 
on their attitude than has been given 
publicly in speeches of their premiers 
and the comment of their press. Con- 
sequently there is no disposition here 
to doubt that the allies unanimously 
will refuse to enter any sort of peace 
conference until Germany has indi- 
cated clearly on what conditions she 
will stop fighting. 

On the Teutonic side while the re- 
ply to President Wilson's suggestion 
offered a method of procedure, Ger 
many is said to be willing to con 
sider other suggestions regarding 
methods from any quarter, including 
her enemies.

Washington, Dec. 29.— One more

This tare must consist 
not only in avoiding sources of in- 
fection, hut by developing the child 
into a physically strong being which 
can resist the invasion of the tubercle

English Investigator Recommends the 
Use of Bromine snd Sulphur 
Dioxide. 

Dr. Joseph J. H. Holt of England, 
who for two or three years has perse- 
cuted the restless roach with all the 
means which science could suggest, 
publishes the casualties in the 
lancet. 

He has powdered his insect enemy 
with everything from quinine to 
mustard, suffocated him with poison- 
ous gases and boiled him in oil. Alto- 
gether this indefatigable doctor has 
experimented with no less than 124 
methods of dealing with the pest. 

The best agents for quick de- 
struction are bromine and sulphur 
dioxide. These agents must be used 
at least once a day for two or three 
weeks before the roaches definitely 
decide that the immediate atmos- 
phere is unhealthy. As the room 
should be sealed when the gases are 
used, the method is impracticable 
for household use. 

Creosote, wood naphtha or the oil 
of rosemary, eucalyptus or citronella, 
placed daily near their haunts for 
several weeks, will effectually rid the 
place of them, but of course the odor 
of such an agent is somewhat pun- 
gent. A dusting powder naturally 
suggests itself, and Holt finds that 
the powdered sodium fluoride is the 
best and cheapest for that purpose.

East and West: "The consumption 
in the southern part of California, 
for Hint ance, has for years lieen 
divided between the products of the 
Diamond company, more than 40 per 
cent, the Swedish and Norwegian 
matches, over 40 per cent, and .Japa- 
nese goods, a little over 10 per cent 
Since the war began, however, the 
•npplv of Swedish and' Norwegian 
matches has practically been stopped, 
•ml American and Japanese goods 
alone are now being consumed. 
American and Japanese matches 
filled the gap caused by the lack of 
Swedish and Norwegian matches in 
the proportion of 25 per cent to the 
Diamond matches and 75 per cent to 
the Japanese. Consequently, in 
Lower California Japanese matches 
Occupy a very important position, be- 
ing Mild side by side with the Ameri- 
can Diamond matches. It is re- 
ported in Tokyo that the Diamond 
Match company is now contemplat- 
ing placing plants in China, where 
the i heaper materials can be had and 
where wages are low, so that the 
company may not only command a 
large market in yhina, but also sup- 
ply the cheaper goods to the United 
States if possible.
